temporary business boom caused by nation- 
wide celebrations of the birth of the Crown 
prince and also to the optimistic business 
forecasts prevailing after the celebrations.

famine in the north-east. ‘lhe film business 
in the latter months of 1934 was as bad as 
in the previous year. 


“TALKIES” INCREASE 


As everywhere else’ in the world, the 
increase of “talkies,” in comparison with 
silent pictures, during 1934 was remarkable. 
‘The progress of the Japanese talkie is pnoved 
hy the fact that of 599 film stories produced 
during 1934, 61 were all-talkies and 40 wero 
synchronized pictures. ‘That such pictures of 
box-office value as '' Chijo-no-Seiza,” “ ‘Tange 
Sazen. ‘* Loyo-no-Haha,’’ ‘Sado Jowa.’’ 
“Tadano Bonji,”’ “ Chinchoge,” and “ Lajo 
Busshin ” were all-talkies or synchronized 
pictures proved 1934 a prosperous year for 
nictures with sound.During 1934 the connection 
between the Nikkatsu Kinema Company and 
the Western Electric Company of the United 
States became closer than ever.

TROUBLES OF 1934 


They say that almost all the Japanese 
film productions met with more troubles 
during 1934 than they had ever experienced 
in the past. In August, Masakazu Nagata, 
one of the staff members of the Nikkatsu 
Kinema Company, threw the Nikkatsu con- 
cern into utter confusion. He set up a new 
film production called the Daiichi Eiga 
Company with over ten staff members of the 


Nikkatsu who had been dissatisfied in 
one way or another with the Nikkatsu 
management. The following month there 
was similar trouble in the Shochiku 


Kinema Company, a rival of the Nikkatsu. 
Several competent staff members of the 
Shochiku revolted against the board of 
directors and organised a new production 
called the Kyodo Eiga Company. At about 
the same time there were brisk shifts among 
prominent directors, actors and actresses of 


almost all the film concerns of Japan. 
These shifts were attributed to their 
Jack of principles, These picture 
people moved from one concern to 


another, the motive being said to be mainly 


pecuniary. It is said that in the Nikkatsu 
trouble, not only the staff members who 


deserted from the production, but also 
Sadayori Nakatani, the president, was guilty 
of mismanagement. ‘Therefore, in November, 
Nakatani was obliged to leave the Nikkatsu, 
and Otohiko Matsukata, a well-known 
businessman, was made his successor, 

One of the events in Japan’s filmdom in 
1934 was the establishment of the Nippon 
Film Distributors’ Company. Tifis concern 
was said to have been established by the 
Shochiku people with the purpose of pressing 
hard upon the Nikkatsu, their rival, that 
was already in trouble because of the Nagata 
revolt. The Shochiku management has been 
the stage dictator of Japan for many years. 
When the Nikkatsu got imto trouble, the 
Shochiku endeavoured to gain control of 
the film business, The Sho¢hiku and Shinko 
Kinema Company, one of the Shochiku sub- 
sidiaries, made tempting offers to prominent 
staff members of the Nikkatsu and its 
several subsidiaries, and established the 
Nippon Film Distributors’ Company. The 
Nikkatsu, the oldest film concern in Japan, 


is said to be struggling valiantly to regain 


its reputation, 


RETURN TO TOKYO 

With the destruction of Tekyo by the 
earthquake disaster in 1923, almost all the 
movie studios in and around Tokyo were 
moved to Kyoto, the ancient capital of Japan. 
Now that the reconstruction of Tokyo has 
been completed, and the progress of Japanese 
culture, with Tokyo as its centre, has been 
remarkably promoted, the Japanese movie 
people have begun to prefer Tokyo, with 
better facilities than Kyoto, as a film pro- 
duction centre. In April, 1934, the Nik- 
katsu moved its Kyoto studios for modern 
plays to a place near the river Tamagawa, 
on the outskirts of ‘Tokyo, and in November 
the Shinko Kinema “Company chose a site 
for a large 


at Oizumimura, near Tokyo, 
studio. 

In Japan there are few scenario writers, 
and, therefore, few original stories written 


exclusively for pictures, most of the movie 
stories being RF seo from serials run m 
magazines and daily papers. In 1954 about 
seventy per cent. of the modern screen 
stores in Japan had been run in pcpular 
papers and magazines. During 1934 the 
number of historical plays diminished, while 
the number of modern plays increased. One 
of the reasons given for the decline of his- 
torical plays was their mannherism and 
poverty in substance. The modern sub- 
jects that were most popular were full of 
cheap sentimentalism agreeable with tradi- 
tional Japanese sentiments, and fresh modern 
themes gvere not popular.

ight aeroplanes of standard pattern are 

These 
machines are of a type pioneered in Great 
Britain. In fact, the light aeroplane club 
movement may be said to have had its be- 
‘inning in the production by the de Havilland 
Company of the Moth bipiane, which gave 
sufficient performance for it to be handied 
without undue difficulty, yet avoided the 
expense of the high-pewered aero engine such 
as had been developed for war purposes. After 
its imtroduction as a club and training 
machine, the British light aeroplane was 
found to be capable of more arduous work, 
and the first of the long series of notable 
long distance and record-breaRing flights was 
begun. 

Now British light aeroplanes have flown 
over most of the important Empire routes, 
and they have been used for many ‘successful 
ocean flights. They have crossed the Atlantic 
severai times, and. “solo” flying speed 
record: have been established between 
England and Australia and England and 
South Africa. The early type of British light 
aeroplane was an open cockpit two-seater, 
and, although this type is retained for train- 
ing, many fast cabin types have been intro- 
duced for private owners. 

Under the gruelling conditions of service 
with Royal Air Force units in the Middle 
East, lraq, and the Far East, Bristol Pegasus 
ll. aero-engines are giving a standard period 
of 480 hours between overhauls. During these 
periods no top overhauls are normally required, 
though individual cylinders are checked for 
compression at intervals of 25 hours. If it is 
found necessary, the individual cylinders are 
serviced, but otherwise the engine runs with- 
out overhaul.

But now the: Pegasus perform- 
ance is the standard for the type. ere is 
no special preparation or servicing. All of 
the engines of this type give their 480 hours 
between overhauls and operate with trust- 
worthiness and efficiency. 

These figures indicate the rapidity of the 
progress made in aero-engine design and con- 
struction since 1914. Then 50 hours’ running 
without overhaul was considered a commend- 
able figure, and even for that period the 
trustworthiness was of a relatively low order. 
Almost unnoticed, the periods between over- 
haul run by standard types of British aero- 
engines have §een creeping up, and now the 
war-time normal has -been increased tenfold. 

Experts of the National Physical Labora- 
tory, who have spent years investigating 
problems of sound transmission, helped to 
design the engine test-house at the new 
Alvis aero-engine factory. Their advice led to 
the erection of a building in which engines of 
up to 2,500 h.p. output may be run without in- 
convenience to residents im the district because 
of noise. Generally the aero-engine mdker 
has been obliged to locate his test-house as 
far from human habitation and other works’ 
buildings as possible; if successful, the new 
Alvis building will show how the difficulty 
may be overcome. 

What may be described as building within 
a ME is employed. The outer shell is 
separate irom the inner one, and inside that 
there is the control chamber. A 1,000 h 
electric motor enables the engine under test 
to be run under flight conditions, with an air 
stream of from 70 to 200 miles an hour. A 
tunnel, 100 feet in length, leads from the 
engine test bed to a piece of waste ground. 
This tunnel is 12 feet wide and 10 feet high, 
and is in reality an enormous exhaust pipe. 
It aids the other arrangements in dissipatin 
noise when the engine is running. It is sta 
that the arrangements reduces the tremendous 
noise of the test chamber to between 27 and 57 
‘‘ decibels "the former figure indicating the 
rustle of leayes and the latter a noise com- 
parable with that made by radio speech or a 
passing omnibus. 

Work on the new factory was begun Jast 
November. In April it was ready to start 
manufacture. The engines in production are 
of two types, called Alcides and Pelides re- 
epectively. 
the Alcides, an eighteen-cylinder unit, which 
is designed to develop up to 1,400 h.p. The 
smaller Pelides engine has fourteen cylinders, 
and is designed for an output of 1,000 h.p. 
Both motors are expected to begin official 
trials soon.

"| HERE is no reason why the fruits of 
autumn should outshine the summer 
crop, save only that the season for straw- 
berries, raspberries, and loganberries is so 
sadly limited by the climate. 

People who pay fabulous sums for 
dishes of strawberries and cream might, 
if the fruit was as rare, get equally excited 
about a dish of ripe blackberries and 
sweetened whipped cream. This year we 
may have a chance of sampling the latter, 
as the first of the blackberries have a 
flavour distinctly better than the fruit of 
the past few years. 

Lots of housewives will say that they 
** couldn’t be bothered.’’ picking black- 
berries, quite forgetting that, apart from 
the result of the work, they will derive 
healthy benefit from all the stretching and 
swinging in ‘the open air. 


WITH APPLES 


Blackberry jam is often seedy and a 
trifle insipid. This can be counteracted 
by mixing it, in the making, with sharp- 
flavoured apples. But, better still, black- 
-berries make most delicious jelly, which 
can be well flavoured to taste. 

If children have been picking the berries 
they often leave little bits of stems on the 
fruit. For jelly this does not matter at 
all. After washing the’ fruit, mash some 
of the berries in a preserving pan with a 
wooden masher or a saucer. Continue 
adding berries until all are at least 
slightly mashed. Cook slowly until the 
juice is extracted. Strain through a 
coarse strainer into a double jelly bag. 

It is best to allow the juice to trickle 
through overnight, as on no account should 
the mixture be stirred in the jelly bg. 
Measure, put the fruit juice into a clean 
pan, and boil for five minutes. Add an 
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equal measure of sugar (heated), boil again | 


for five minutes, skim, pour into jampots, 
and allow them to stand in. 4 sunny place 
until the following day. | 

Cover, label, and.store in a dry place. 


Blackberry syrup; an ideal flavouring to 
serve with hot milk puddings, is quite 
simple to make. As in making jelly, the 
juice should be pressed from the fruit. 
(The riper the fruit the better for syrup. ) 
And in the same way the fruit will be 
boiled until the juice is extracted and then 
strained thfough a jelly bag. |. - 

Measure the liquid juice.. To each pint 
allow a pound of brown sugar and a pint 
of water. Make a syrup by boiling the 
sugar and water without stirring.. Add 
fruit juice to the syrup and boil for twenty 
minutes, stirring all the time. 

When cooled add a glass of brandy to 
each pint of syrup and, when quite cold, 
bottle and seal well. 


~ WINE. 


There is as much charm about a good 
home brew as there is about a well-made 
home-made cake. Blackberry wine can 
be ever such a pleasant drink, and it need 
not be a bit dull either! It has the 
added attraction of being very simple to 
make. 

Put the blackberries into a jar ot 
crock, cover the fruit with boiling water, 
and stand the vessel in a cool oven over- 
night to extract the juice. Strain into a 
cask and let the juice ferment for two 
weeks. Add a pound of sugar and a

I believe at the moment that the urban 
authorities, in collaboration with the 
Civic Guards, are preparing a new scheme 
for the regulation of Dublin traffic. There 
are rumours of traffic lights and of one- 
way streets, and it does seem that at 
long last a determined effort is being 
made to .deal with a very pressing 
problem, Yesterday evening, for my own 
amusement during the “ rush ” hour, I 
made some examination of the points 
where traffic as a rule ties itself in the 
more inextricable knots. I began in 
College Green, and at once it was obvious 
that the curve of Trinity College, in 
combination with the tram lines, forms 
a bottleneck which chokes successfully 
all traffic coming from Westmoreland 
street in the direction of Grafton street. 
A dray and a tramcar, both of which 
wished to go up Dame street, headed the 
blockade. The point duty Guard had 
signalled on the Grafton street-Westmore- 
land street line, so that the vehicles want- 
ing to go from Westmoreland street to 
Grafton street had a nominally free 
passave. The dray and tramcar, how- 
ever, could not move across the north- 
bound traffic stream, and they held up 
at least a dozen vehicles behind them. 


Scrum 


I went over to Cook’s corner, on the 
opposite side of the street. Time and 
time again motor vehicles tried to squeeze 
past the lamp standard on the bend before 
the tram arrived at the same point, and 
time and time again the driver Jost his 
nerve and halted with squealing brakes, 
to the consternation of his fellows behind 
him. Exactly opposite me the same 
thing was happening. It was breath- 
taking to watch the cyclists snake their 
way through the imbroglio. I walked 
along Nassau street, from Grafton street 
to the corner of Dawson street, and here 
again it was war to the knife between the 
trams and the motor-cars, both struggling 
for the few feet of space that is all the 
narrow street allows. A large motor-car, 
parked near the corner, added immensely 
to the excitement of the scene. It seems 
#o me that Dublin’s traffic wants not 
more regulations, but nfore room. 


Antiques 


Dublin is a city of wonderful antiques. 
The other day I noticed a very fine 
pennanular ring in a ‘dealer’s shop 
window. ‘This piece, I find, was formerly 
in the collection of the late Dr. Crowley, 
of Rathfarnham, who was a great collector 
of antiques: As an example of the 
penannular ring of the late Bronse Age, 
this gold piece is a noteworthy find. It 
is pure nugget, exceptionally heavy—in 
fact, it is one of the heaviest ever dis- 
eovered—and was originally unearthed in 
County Wicklow many years ago. Its 
trumpet ends are exceptional well 
shaped, and the whole piece is well pre- 
served. The penannular ring was the 
ernament of the ‘Ard Ri in ancient 
Jrejand, but it is difficult to imagine 
where such an ornament would fit in 
powadays. This particular one represents 
about £30 worth of gold intrinsically. 
Sentimentally it represents, I suppose, 
whatever you can get for it. 


Old Glass 


I noticed that the same fine art shop 
had a very nice piece of old Bristol glass 
in the cupboard. This piece, which is an 
early English wine glass, has already been 
sold to a lady from New York. I should 
think it is a late Jacobean glass, but it is 
in the bowl that the real attraction lies. 
Imprisoned in this is an old English pine 
tree shilling. You can see the date 1651 on 
it through the crystal. It was the old pine 
tree shillings that were used ‘as currency 
by the early American settlers in America. 


I noticed, too, that this old glass had a 
hollowed dome foot, which I think must 
be unusual in old gs md pieces. It 
came into the market | the dispersal 
sale at Donadea Castle, in Kildare. Much 
though one might regret the: loss of 
these fine old pieces going ont of the 
country, it is a relief to know that it is 
an Irish-American who has purchased this 
one. I was also particularly struck by 


‘the resemblance between the design of a 


pair of old French paste buckles and that 
of the modern jewellery of society, 
Diamonds are now cut and set in much 
the same style as those old French paste 
ornaments, which are very effective. 


Ballymenus Yearlings 


Mrs. George Dennehy, of Ballymanus, 
is one of the few suceessful women vendors 
from Ireland at Doncaster. But she has 
always been a very successful bloodstock 
breeder and an excellent authority on the 
subject. This year she has just two lots 
listed, and they are both fillies. She has 
already sold two other yearling fillies at 
the Dublin sales this month. Her first lot 
is a brown daughter of Star of Egypt and 
Apelle. In Star of Egypt Mrs. Dennehy 
has a good young mare. Besides having 
won the Irish one Thousand Guineas and 
other stakes, this particular star is the 
dam of Cairo, her only produce. The form 
of Cairo is well known. Mrs.: Dennehy’s 
other lot is a chestnut filly by Mr. Jinks 
out of Dilly Dally (1929). This mare 
won the Irish Breeders’ Produce Stakes, 
the Phoenix Park, and Nursery Plate at 
the Curragh. Both fillies are well engaged, 
and should certainly sell well. : 


Slugs 


The slug problem has been ever a diffi- 
cult one for gardeners to solve, and many 
and varied have been the remedies sug- 
gested from time to time by optimistic 
plant lovers. Yet slugs make their ap- 
pearance yearly, not singly, but in bat- 
talions. Many advocate the use of per- 
forated zinc rings, fastened with copper 
wire, believing that when moisture de- 
scends on this combination enough elec- 
tricity is generated to destroy these 
marauders. Others resort to the simple 
and more artistic method of placing the 
skins of grape fruit at convenient inter- 
vals in flower borders. In this way slugs 
may be trapped unawares; but, unfor- 
tunately, the majority, no doubt, get 
away, having gorged themselves to the 
fullest. However, the really keen gar- 
dener is seldom satisfied with such slip- 
shod methods, and it is only by hard and 
unending toil, aided by a pickle jar, and 
sometimes an electric torch—for slugs pre- 
fer to take their exercise at night—that 
these pests are kept’ within reasonable 
limits. But this year a new and easy 
method has presented itself to the ardent 
slug slayer. It consists merely of mixing 
particles of solidified methylated spirits 
with bran, and spreading it within easy 
reach of the enemy. I am told that after 
a midnight feast of this mixture the dead 
bodies can be gathered up by the hun- 
dreds. 


Green Pastures 


Mare Connolly, author of ‘‘ Green 
Pastures,’ the play which caused so 
much comment when it first appeared in 
America six years ago, is at present in 
England. Mr. Connolly, who is of Irish 
extraction, intends, I hear, to pay a visit 
to Ireland as part of his itinerary. 
“Green Pastures’? was banned by the 
Lord Chamberlain in England. It was, 
however, recently filmed in Hollywood. 
and is now in the hands of the British 
Board of Film Censors. How it will fare 
there is difficult to forecast. It will cer- 
tainly never be seen in Ireland!

Mr. Justice Hanna, Dublin, was the prin- 
cipal speaker at a special general session of 
the American Bar Association held last night 
in the Symphony Hall, Boston. The Hon. 
Homer Cummings, Attorney-General for the 
United States, occupied the chair, and there 
was a distinguished gathering of judges and 
Jawyers from America and other countries. 
Among other speakers at the Association’s 
meetings were Lord Thankerton, Lord of 
Appeal-in-Ordinary (England), and Sir 
Maurice Amos, Quane Professor of Compara- 
tive Law, London University. 

Before delivering an address, Mr. Justice 
Hanna conveyed to the distinguished assembly 
special greetings from the judiciarv of the 
Irish Free State, as expressed in a letter from 
Chief Justice Kennedy, and also from the 
Irish Bar and the Incorporated Law Society. 

Chief Justice Kennedy’s message to Mr. 
Justice Hanna (which was received with 
special enthusiasm) was in these terms :— 

“I take the opportunity of asking you to 
convey fraternal greetings from your brethren 
in the Courts here, but more particularly from 
myself, who have enjoyed such honour and 
hospitality at the hands of the American Bar 
Association when at the assembly in 1928 I 
had the honour to deliver an address. I 
shall never forget the hospitality and enter- 
tainment which my wife and I had showered 
upon us by the Association, one of whose 
characteristics certainly is generosity on a 
noble scale. I do no. forget, too, that J 
have had the great honour conferred upon 
me of being made an honorary member of the 
Association. Mrs. Kennedy and I hope 
gratefully to be remembered to the many 
members (ever since friends) whom we met 
on that occasion.

for Mozart dominates 
the ‘life of the country. His picture is 
everywhere. The children know his life 
story. The local concerts are always 
thronged. Dr. Baumgartner, the director 
of the Mozarteum, who meets the 
musicians and students from every land, 
told me that it was this spirit which made 
the great festival such an institution. To- 
day thousands are assembled from every 
part of the country straining in a spirit of 
enthusiastic rivalry to reach that perfec- 
tion in the execution of the composer’s 
works which the high standard at Salz- 
burg demands, 

Most countries are now affiliated with 
Salzburg through their musical organisa- 
tions, bringing the contribution of their 
native music to the Festival. One regret, 
Dr. Baumgartner expressed, and it was 
that no Irish group had yet visited them 
to compete for the international prizes, 
although Percy Grainger had carried off 
a prize for his “ Molly on the Shore.’’ 
Perhaps, now that Irish musicians are 
attending the Festival, they may become 
inspired with the same enthusiasm as 
other nations.

Mozart's Little House 


An incident that left a deep impression 
on me during my stay in Salsburg some 
years ago was my visit to the little 
wooden studio where Mozart wrote “ The 
Magic Flute.”

I 
hastened then to the old Franciscan 
Monastery on the hill, where the little 
wooden house, now a place of pilgrimage 
for musicians from everywhere, nestles, 
overlooking the town. 

The old bell from the monastery was

“Oh, that is where the 
fairies live,” she said. ‘‘Isn’t it a very 
beautiful place?” When I came down 
the little pathway she ran after me, 
saying: “ I hope you will soon come back 
again and tell me something about 
Ireland.”’ 

She told me she loved meeting the 
visitors to the little house. The child 
Mozart is the idol of Salzburg. 


Mrs. Joseph Bennett 


I met Mrs. Joseph Bennett at many 
gatherings recently. She is remaining in 
town until the middle of September, and 
tells me that she loves a trip to Dublin 
to meet her old friends. 

Mrs. Bennett is the daugh!or of the 
late Recorder of: Dublin, Sir Thomas 
O’Shaughnessy, and was very popular 
socially when she left college.. -he had a 
brilliant career in Trinity, where she took 
the Modern Literature group, in which 
she gatned a Moderatorship and gold 
medal.

BELFAST’S LOSSES 
BY FIRE 


PROPOSED NEW STATION

The total loss from fires in the City of 
Belfast during the past twelve months was 
£54,070, but the value of the property 
menaced ‘was £1,303,402. 

These figures appear in the annual report 
of the Chief Officer of the Belfast Fire 
Brigade which was submitted to-day to the 
Police Committee of the Corporation. 

The total loss from fires attended by the 
brigade outside the boundary was estimated 
at £4,310. and the amount at risk £84,067. 

This information was obtained either from 
the owners of property endangered or from 
the assessors who adjusted the claim. 

Of the 396 calls received 73 were false 
alarms. The brigade received 159 calls be- 
tween the-hours of 6 a.m. and 6 p.m., and 
257 calls between the hours of 6 p.m. and 

a.m.. 

The distance travelled by machines journey- 
ing to and from fires was 2.102 miles, or an 
average of five miles each fire. 

They were engaged 250 hours 41 minutes, 
or an average of 38 minutes for each fire, the 
time being. taken from the receipt of notice 
until the return of the brigade to the 
station. i 

The strength of the brigade is seventy fire- 
men, all ranks. 

The Chief Officer recommended that a new 
fire station should be established in the 
southern part of the city, to serve the Stran- 
millis, Malone and Balmoral areas.

ANOTHER ARREST

General Vitovta Kazimirovitch Putna, 
Soviet Military Attaché in London, has 
been arrested and charged with complicity 
in the ‘‘-Trotskyist plot ” against Stalin. 

It is understood that General Putna, 
who was a prominent member of the 
Trotskyist “ Old Guard,” was recalled to 
Moscow ‘‘on business ” shortly before his 
arrest. During the Zinovieff-Kameneff trial 
several of the accused men alleged that he 
was implicated in the plot. 

General Putna was accused of officially 
abandoning Trotsky and joining the Stalin 
majority in order to continue his activities 
from inside the Stalinist fold. 

General Putna is forty-one years old. 
He joined the staff of the Soviet Embassy 
in London at the end of 1934. 

It is announced that Mme. Sokolnikoff, 
wife of the first Soviet Ambassador in 
London, has been expelled from the Com- 
munist Party. 

Her husband, Gregory Sokolnikoff, is 
under arrest on a charge of complicity 
in the Trotsky plot. He is the man who 
puilt up the Soviet currency, and has been 
called one of the archifects of the Soviet 
state. The Tsar’s Government banished 
him to Siberia for life in 1907. and he did 
not escape until the Bolshevist revolution. 
ile was Ambassador in London from 1929 
to 1931. 


NORWAY AND TROTSKY

It is understood that Trotsky has not 
yet signed. the undertaking asked for by 
the Norwegian authorities requesting him 
not to make statements on current political 
questions.

The holiday 
season, of course, has had its effect, as many 
prventa! buyers are away, but business should 
ve good from now on. Quite good orders have 
been received from America for cambrics, 
me these are chiefly in the low end. In 
the home trade more buyers than usual at 
this time of year have been here and still more 
are advised. ' 

With regard to dress linens, the 
report says:—‘‘ Arrangements for next 
season are now in progress, and quotations 
compare favourably with prices paid at open- 
ing of last season. U.S.A. and other markets 
have not yet placed any bulk business. 
Various inquiries, however, have been received 
for dress linens and suiting fabrics, and ex- 
tensive ranges are being offered. Some specu- 
lative buying has taken place by merchant 
houses, but the extremely low prices available 
at the end of June last have been withdrawn 
and the market continues firm with an advanc- 
ing tendency.”’ 


WEAVING INDUSTRY 


The weaving section of the industr reports 
that “ business is better and manufacturers’ 
order books look definitely healthier from 
the standpoint of bulk; bat, again, it must 
be emphasised that the aol of prices at 
which recent business has been negotiated is 
unremunerative, and with the increased rates 
for yarns higher prices must be obtained. 

‘It is satisfying to find a firm yarn 
market, a strong flax market. and looms 
better occupied at the beginning of the 
buying season, which should make the task 
of the Belfast travellers at this time easier 
in the overseas market, and assist the selling 
of linen material in the home market. 

‘There has been considerable enquiry for 
dress material, with some bulk orders placed 
at bad prices. The outlook on the whole is 
encouraging.”’

FLIGHT OF 710 MILES

NEW YORK, Th ursday. 


Mr. Harry Richman, well-known 
Broadway night club owner and enter- 
tainer, and Mr. Dick Merrill, chief pilot 
on one of America’s air lines and for- 
merly a member of the British Royal 
Naval Air Service in the Great War, 
hopped off to-day on a non-stop test flight 
to Newfoundland, preparatory to starting 
on their Atlantic flight. They came 
down, however, after 710 miles, at 
Newark, New Jersey. 

They want to fly to London and back 
at a height of 15,000 to 18,000 feet, ‘‘ at 
the edge of the sub-stratosphere.’’ Their 
machine is a converted eight-passenger 
aeroplane powered with a special 1,000 
h.p. engine. It has petrol tanks for 1,000 
gallons, enough for about twenty hours’ 
flying.

Egypt and Britain 


Public attention is centred so strongly 
on events in Spain that the signing in 
London of the Anglo-Egyptian Treaty has 
passed almost without notice. Yet, in its 
own way, this treaty is just as important 
a land-mark in the history of the British 
Commonwealth as the Anglo-Irish Treaty 
of 1921. In some respects, indeed, it may 
prove to be even more important. The 
political Bourbons in England and else- 
where are horrified at what they consider 
to be an abject by His 
Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom, just as they accused Mr. Lloyd 
George and Sir Austen Chamberlain of 


ce 


surrender ”' 


treachery when they came to terms with 
Arthur Griffith and Michael Collins fifteen 
years ago; but history will show that 
Messrs. Baldwin and Eden are right to- 
day, just as it has proved already that the 
British Government was right in its 
attitude towards Sinn Fein in 1921. Egypt 
now has been granted virtually everything 
that she has been demanding for years 
past. If the British Government ten 
years ago had had the vision to do what 
it has done this week, Anglo-Egyptian 
relations would have been far more 
satisfactory than they have been for a 
long time; and we have little doubt that 
by this time Egypt would have been a 
contented member of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, enjoying a complete 
measure of independence 
Crown. As matters stand, it is too soon 
set to predict how events will shape them- 
selves in Egypt. The great mass of the 
people at the moment is jubilant, believ- 
ing that the treaty which has just been 
signed gives Egypt all that she reasonably 
can expect, and that it contains everything 
that is necessary to the building up of a 
proud nation. On the other hand, it must 
be remembered that, when the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty was signed, public opinion in this 
country was equally jubilant, and that 
the instrument was ratified at two genera: 
elections. We need not point the moral. 
He who runs may read what has happened 
in the Irish Free State since the spirit of 
the treaty was buried in the grave with 
Kevin O’ Higgins. 

The analogy between Egypt and Ireland 
is fairly close; but it ought not to be 
laboured too strongly. Geography has 
placed Ireland in a unique position 
United Kingdom. This 
country is so secure from the military and 
naval points of view that it can afford to 
be completely selfish in its political out- 
look, and, like a spoiled child, to con- 
tinue to cry until all its needs, real or 
imaginary, have been satisfied. Egypt is 
in no such happy position. For many 
years her people—or at any rate the most 
vocal element among them—reviled Great 
Britain as a tyrannous oppressor, and 
stopped virtually at nothing to break away 
from the British connection. Then came 
a remarkable change. Little less than a 
year ago Signor Mussolini launched his 
unprovoked attack on the independent 
Kingdom of Ethiopia.. The Egyptian 
people have close affinities with the Abys- 
sinians. Ethiopia’s Church is of Coptic 
origin, and the Abuna, or head of that 
Church, is an Egyptian. So long as 
Ethiopia remained an independent king- 
dom the Egyptians felt reasonably secure, 
inasmuch as they knew that the waters of 
the Nile would be safe; but now that the 
Italians have over-run North-Western 
Abyssinia and have gained control of Lake 
Tsana, a very different condition of affairs 
has been created. Every Egyptian knows 
perfectly well that, mutatis mutandis, 
Signor Mussolini would have just as little 
compunction in the invasion of Egypt as 
he had in the invasion of Ethiopia. 
Furthermore, there is not the least doubt 
that he would not hesitate to interfere 
with the waters of the Blue Nile if it 
should suit his purpose. In these circum- 
stances the Egyptians realise that their 
greatest, indeed their only, safeguard is 
their friendship with Great Britain. The 
Italians will hesitate to invade Egypt so 
long as they know that they must go to 
war with the British Empire in order to 
achieve their end. They will not tamper 
with the Blue Nile for the same reason ; 
and the Egyptians at last have come to 
appreciate these facts. Hence their change 
of heart. 

From the British point of view, the im- 
portance of a friendly Egypt hardly can 
be over-estimated. The whole position in 
in the réle of a modern Napoleon.

The Census 


Witt commendable speed, a preliminary 
report on last April's census of the Free 
State appears this morning. Against all 
expectations, it appears that the Free 
State’s population—far from showing a 
substantial increase—actually has fallen 
since 1926. The decline, indeed, is not 
large—from 2,971,992 to 2,965,854—but it 
will confound those over-sanguine prophets 
of economic nationalism who insisted that 
the population was going, in Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald’s words, up and up and up. At 
the same time there is no doubt that the 
fatal seepage has been stopped. The fall 
in population, studied both absolutely and 
relatively, is the lowest recorded since 
1851; and, as the report observes, for the 
first time since 1841 there has been an 
increase in the male population of the 
twenty-six counties. Whether Mr. de 
Valera really welcomes these tendencies we 
cannot venture to say. It is hard enough 
at the moment to cope with an unemploy- 
ment roll of more than 100,000, and an 
increased population will not help to solve

The census 
figures offer startling corroboration of this 
tendency. Since 1926 the City of Dublin 
has grown in population from 404,000 to 
468,000. The county’s population, mean- 
while, has increased from 102,000 to 
119,000—-demonstrating beyond all doubt 
the futility of any attempt to confine the 
city within its present arbitrary limits. 
Together, city and county now possess 
81,000 more souls than they harboured in 
1926. Did the man who devised Greater 
Dublin six years ago

population; or can it be denied that we 
must plan to-day for a totally different 
set of conditions from that which prevailed 
then? This preliminary report on the 
census, we feel sure, will point more 
clearly than any array of arguments the 
inevitable. moral—that. a new outlook is 
Needed upon Dublin’s administration.

Speed with Comfort 


On its ordinary passenger service run 
between Newcastle-on-Tyne and London 
the Silver Jubilee streamlined train 
yesterday put up a world’s record 
maximum speed for coal-burning locomo- | 
tives. Just after the town of Essenden, 
in Rutlandshire, it travelled a distance 
of 940 yards at 113 miles an hour. Sub- 
sequently the train completed six miles at 
an average speed of 110.8 miles an hour; 
and later 11 miles at an average of over 
100 miles an hour. The engine used was 
the Silver Fox, one of the new Pacific type 
locomotives, and it drew behind it a load 
of some 270 tons, or eight passenger 
coaches. While the new record was being 
made the passengers happily were eating 
their lunch in the greatest comfort, and 
thus they were creating a record them- 
selves. Men have succeeded in travelling 
considerably faster on land than 113 miles 
an hour ; but never before has a meal been 
enjoyed amid such luxury at such a speed. 
Unlike a large number of records this 
record is both useful and important. The 
two most dangerous rivals of the railway 
are the motor-car and the aeroplane ; but 
fast travel by road and by air in the 
majority of cases takes rather a severe toll 
of the travellers. Even in Anierica, where 
trans-continental omnibuses of fantastic 
size are in regular service, a thousand- 
mile journey by road is looked upon as 
something of an ordeal; while in these 
islands we cannot picture so perilous an 
adventure. Air liners have attained a 
high degree of perfection, and offer the 
speediest method of transport yet known 
to the world; but travellers by air are 
completely at the mercy of the weather. 
Only the railway train, in fact, can supply 
what are known as “ home comforts ' at 
high speeds ; and although in the past the 
high speeds have been second in import- 
ance to the home comforts the performance 
of the Silver Jubilee train holds out the 
promise of a successful combination of the 
two. It will be interesting to see if the 


ordinary permanent way will be able to 
stand up to the huge stresses imposed upon 
it by the passage of these hundred-mile- 
an-hour trains.

THE EGYPTIAN 
TREATY

The Times; in a leading article to-day 
on the Anglo-Egyptian Treaty of Alliance, 
remarks .— Both in this country and in 
Egypt there will be a natural tendency 
to compare the Treaty with the draft 
proposals of 1930. The comparison is not 
a fair one; for the conquest of Abyssinia, 
the vast development of Italian strength 
on the borders of Egypt and the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan, and the recent changes 
in military technique have profoundly 
modified the situation. The military 
articles of the new Treaty are far more 
detailed. They provide for the evacuation 
of Caire and Alexandria by their British 
garrisons, and the concentration of these 
troops in the Canal zone when their new 
quarters are ready for them, a& the Draft 
Treaty, of 1930 proposed. But the 
Egyptian Government has also made con- 
cessions. Military roads and railways 
will be constructed or improved at no 
small expense to permit the rapid con- 
centration of British and Egyptian troops 
at any threatened point. Generous 
facilities for the training of the British 
Air Force and ground troops have been 
granted. Egypt consents to the mainten- 
ance of a larger British force in the Canal 
zone, and to its increase not only in war- 
time, but also in the event of danger of 
war or apprehended national emergency. 

Even more important are the articles 
that deal with the eventual . revision of 
‘the military clauses of the alliance. These 
remain in force for twenty years, and at 
the end of that period ‘the question 
whether the Egyptian Army is fit to take 
over the defence of the Canal is to be 
submitted—if the contracting parties 
disagree—to the arbitration of the Council 
of the League of Nations, of which Egypt 
will shortly become a member. But the 
decision of the Council or any revision of 
the terms of the alliance will make no 
difference to its maintenance. Revision 
must provide for its continuance in 
accordance with the principles laid down 
in those Articles of the Treaty which 
define its scope within the framework of 
the League of Nations and the Kellogg 
Pact. What has been signed is therefore 
a perpetual Treaty of Alliance, subject 
to revision in detail, but preserving the 
principles of mutual aid and defensive 
military co-operation in case of attack 
upon either partner. Critics in this 
country who have been denouncing the 
alleged surrender of British Imperial 
interests can scarcely maintain this atti- 
tude now that the terms of the Treaty 
have become matters of common know- 
ledge instead of subjects of partisan 
conjecture. 

Common interests and common dangers,

Only four counties—viz., Dublin (plus 
16.1 per cent.), Louth (plus 2.5 per cent. ), 
Wicklow (plus 1.5 per cent.), and Lime- 
rick (plus 0.5 per cent.) show an increase 
over the 1926 figure. 

Since 1926 the population of Dublin 
City and County has increased by 81,346, 
which is the greatest increase ever re- 
corded in this area. It compares with an 
increase of 28,458, or 6 per cent., in the 
preceding imter-censal period, notwith- 
standing that the latter covered fifteen 
years (1911-1926) instead of the normal 
ten years.

One of the most striking facts revealed 
at this Census is the increase in the male 
population and the decrease in the female 
population. The Census figures show that 
the ratio of females per 1,000 males is 
953, compared with 972 per 1,000 in the 
1926 Census. 

Since 1911 there has been an excess of 
males in the population, and to-day not 
only is the Saorstat ratio lower than that 
of any of the other twenty-two European 
countries, but it is now less than those of 
four overseas countries, where the im- 
migration of settlers in which males pre- 
dominated tends to keep the ratio low. 
At the 1926 Census the Saorstat ratio 
placed this country sixth lowest on the 
list of twenty-eight countries; it is now 
second lowest in the same list of countries.

á Ber Official Gazette to-day publishes a 
decree explaining the Portuguese 
Government's reservations and conditions 
in regard to the question of non-interven- 
tion in Spain, in accordance with the Notes 
despatched by it to the British Ambassador 
“op French Minister in Lisbon on August 
st ; 
Article 1 of the decree says :— 
“In all Portuguese territory the 
exportation and transit, direct or indirect, 
is forbidden to Spain, the Spanish posses- 
sions or the Spanish zone in Morocco, of 
arms, munitions and war material, also 
aircraft, mounted or unmounted, and war- 
ships.’’ 
The Portuguese Government will suspend 
the prohibition referred to in Article 1 as 
soon as it is verified that any nations which 
have accepted the principles contained in 
the communiqués of the British Ambas- 
sador and French Minister on August 15th 
are directly practising or publicly consent- 
ing to the practice of any of the following 
actions :— 
(a) The enlistment of volunteers in the 
combatant forces, even indirectly. 
(b) The raising of subscriptions for the 
continuation of the war, or the despatch 
of funds publicly collected for this chiech. 
This decree will come into force imme- 
diately, and will be carried out as long as 
the prohibition orders in Article 1 are 
effectively applied by the German, British, 
French, ian and Russian Governments 
in their respective territories. 


LABOUR AND PORTUGAL 


The National Council of Labour, after a 
two and a half hours’ sitting in London 
yesterday, considering the situation in 
regard to the Spanish civil war, reached 
no decision on general policy. This will 
be determined at a full meeting of the 
Parliamentary Labour Party, the National 
Executive of the Labour Party, and the 
General Council of the T.U.C. to-day. 
The trades union and labour leaders 
have been seeking an assurance in regard 
to the attitude to Portugal and other 
countries outside the non-intervention 
agreement, and they are particularly 
anxious that the ‘‘ gaps ” shall be closed 
up.

[)®: SCHACHT, President of the 

Reichsbank and German Minister of 
Economics, has’ ‘‘interpreted’’ Herr 
Hitler's new conscription scheme during 
his conversations with M. Blum, the 
French Prime Minister. and M. Delbos, 
the Foreign Minister, according to an 
authoritative German source; but Dr. 
Schacht did not bring a personal message 
from Herr Hitler, as has been reported in 
the Paris evening Press. 

He has sought in his talks with B. Blum 
and his colleagues to allay French anxiety, 
explaining that the object of the new Ger- 
man measure was simply protection, in 
view of the Soviet’s massive rearmament 
and their foreign policy. 

The President of the Reichsbank is 
understood to have cited statistics to show 
that figures regarding the new German 
Army given in the Press are gross. 
exaggerations. 

French newspaper opinions vary as to 

e precise nature of his mission. The 
most definite report concerning this 
appears in the Echo de Paris, which says 
that “the Professor of Economic Sciences 
asserts that the Powers should open their 
frontiers to the excellent goods produced 
by Germany, and give back her colonies 
to the unhappy Reich, which has need of 
raw materials. Thus war will be avoided.” 

The Figaro suggests that Dr. Schacht 
“has brought a plan of pacification 
linked with a scheme for international 
economic collaboration.” 

In any case, Dr. Schacht, Reuter under- 
stands, is very pleased with his generally 
favourable reception, and considers that 
much good has been done by his visit. 

After lunching to-day with personal 
friends, Dr. Schacht had a further confer- 
ence with M. Labeyrie, Governor of the 
Bank of France. It is believed that 
he probably discussed more technical 
questions of trade exchanges, the outlet 
for German goods, and the distribution of 
colonial raw materials. 

It is expected that Dr. Schacht will take 
leave of M. Blum to-morrow, and fly back 
to Berlin in the afternoon.

‘It is appropriate and understand- 
able,” says the bulletin, “ that this meet- 
ing should give rise to the wish and the 
expectation that out of it may come a 
positive influence and a development and 
deepening of economic relations.”’ 

The Diplomatic Correspondence con- 
cludes by saying: “ When the French 
Prime Minister emphasises that he wishes 
to pursue without deviation the path of 
understanding, then, by this statesman- 
like declaration, he gives proof that the 
visit of Dr. Schacht also serves this great 
aim, the realisation of which is sincerely 
wished and striven for by Germany.”’

BRITISH GOVERNMENT’S 
CONCERN 


The British Government’s great concern 
for the sufferings being endured by men, 
women and children in the Spanish civil 
war, and its willingness to support 
measures for mitigation, are expressed hy 
Mr. Anthony Eden, Foreign Secretary, in 
a telegram to the British Ambassador to 
Spain, now at Hendaye. 

The telegram states: 

“ Your Excellency has informed me that 
on August 21st the representatives of 
certain powers accredited to the Govern- 
ment of Spain have jointly proposed that 


an appeal should be made to the contend- 


ing forces in that country to mitigate, on 
humanitarian grounds, so far as may be 
possible, the sufferings which are being 
endured by the people of Spain as a result 
of this deplorable conflict. 

“As I have already briefly intimated to 
you, I desire, on behalf of His Majesty’s 
Government, most strongly to support this 
proposal. 

““ No one can have watched unmoved the 
course of the conflict in Spain. The 
spectacle of a great and ancient’ nation 
rent; with interna] dissension; the suffer- 
ings of men, women and children, often 
only remotely connected with the political 
issues involved—these are events by which 
every civilised being must be appalled. | 
“* The internal politics of Spain are the 
concern of the people of Spain. But the 
mitigation of suffering is the concern of 
us all. The apparent: refusal to take 
prisoners and the consequent mass execu- 
tion of those who are captured or who 
surrender, the reprisals for such acts, and 
the increasing barbarities to which the 
reprisals inevitably lead, are matters 
to which civilised States cannot be 
indifferent.”’

[BE Anglo-Egyptian Treaty, which was 

signed at the Foreign Office, London, 
on Wednesday last, provides for an 
alliance of twenty years’ duration, as well 
as for important arrangements in respect 
to the British Army and Air Force, and 
the defence of the Suez Canal. 

The text of the Treaty, issued yester- 
day, shows that it must be ratified by both 
Governments before it can come into force. 
It is probable that the Treaty will come 
before the British Parliament at an early 
date. in the next session, and that it will 
be ratified simultaneously by the Egyptian 
Parliament. In that event the Treaty 
should be in operation by the end of the 
year, and the Egyptian Government then 
will be in a position to apply for member- 
ship of the League‘of Nations. 

The Treaty terminates the military 
occupation of Egypt by British forces, and 
establishes an alliance between the two 
countries. It will continue in force for 
twenty years. 


DEFENCE PROVISIONS 


In the event of either party being 
engaged in war, the other one will come to 
its aid, subject to its obligations under 
the Covenant of the League or the Pact of 
Paris. 

In order to ensure, in collaboration with 
the Egyptian forces, the defence of the 
Suez Canal, the United Kingdom is 
authorised to maintain in a zone there 
land forces not exceeding 10,000, and air 
forces not exceeding 400 pilots, until such 
time as the Egyptian Army is capable of 
ensuring security of navigation in the 
Canal. These numbers may be increased 
in the event of war, menace of war, oF 
apprehended international emergency. 

The military provisions are, from the 
British point of view, of first-class im- 
portance, and agreement upon them is re- 
garded as highly satisfactory. Important 
as the air provisions are at present, the 
elasticity which the Treaty provides may be 
vital in view of possible changes in the 
strategical requirements of Great Britain 
and Egypt. oe 

The Egyptian Government will build in 
the Canal zone the additional barracks 
required for the British troops. They will 
also construct roads and improve the rail- 
way facilities in the zone. These roads 
will be made of such material as to be 
permanently utilisable for military pur- 
poses. It is laid down that both bridges 
and roads shall be capable of carrying a 
double line of continuous columns of 
either heavy four-wheeled mechanical 
transport, six-wheeled mechanical trans- 
port, or medium tanks. i : 

Railways will provide for rapid entrain- 
ment of the requirements of a modern 


| army. : 
Egypt will prohibit the passage of air- 


craft other than British or Egyptian 
over territories within twenty kilometres 
of the Canal, except east-west, or vice- 
versa, through a corridor ten kilometres 
wide at Kantara. 


INVIOLABILITY OF BRITISH 
CAMPS 


British camps shall be inviolable and 
subject to the exclusive control of the 
British authorities. ° 

The forces in Alexandria will remain 
in their present position Íor a period not 
exceeding eight years, but others in Egypt 
will be withdrawn to the Canal zone when 
the work of the road and railway facili- 
ties have been carried out, 


THE SUDAN 

The administration of the Sudan will 
continue to be that resulting from the 
condominium agreements of 1899. 

His Majesty’s Government recognise 
that the capitulatory régime is no longer 
in accordance with the spirit of the times 
and with the present state of Egypt. They 
agree to support Egypt in an immediate 
approach to the other Powers with capitu- 
latory rights, with a view to agreement 
on certain points, These include: Dis- 
appearance of the existing restrictions on 
Egyptian sovereignty in the application of 
the Egyptian legislation (including finan- 
cial legislation) to foreigners; a transi- 
tional régime, during which mixed 
tribunals will remain, and exercise, in 
addition, the jurisdiction of Consular 
Courts. At the end of this period the 
Egyptian Government will be free to dis- 
pense with the mixed tribunals. 
The Egyptian Government undertakes 
that legislation made applicable to 
foreigners will not be inconsistent with the 
principles of modern legislation, or dis- 
criminate against foreigners. 
The two parties are each of them to be 
represented in the capital of the other by 
an Ambassador. The British Ambassa- 
dors will be considered senior to other 
foreign diplomatic representatives in 


Egypt.

ALL BRITISH RECORDS 
BEATEN 


The stream-lined Silver Jubilee train, 
on its service passenger run from 
Newcastle-on-Tyne to London yesterday, 
broke the speed record for British trains 
by reaching a maximum of 1135 miles an 
hour. 

The weight of the Silver Jubilee, exclud- 
ing the engine, was 270 tons. There were 
eight coaches full with passengers and 
luggage—one coach more than in Septem- 
ber of last year, when it set up the 
previous record on the train’s trial run of 
112 miles per hour. 

The record, which is believed to be a 
“world beater’’ for steam-hauled 
passenger trains on ordinary service, was 
set up between Essendine, Rutlandshire, 
and Tallington, Lincolnshire, a distance 
of 940 yards. For six miles an average of 
110.8 was maintained. 

The record run was on a gradient of one 
in 26, which is a little easier than level. 
For eleven miles the train was running 
at over 100 miles per hour. 

The Silver Jubilee was drawn yesterday 
by the Pacific type engine, Silver Fox. 
The 113 miles per hour record was 
achieved when the passengers were having 
their lunch.

|= battle for Irun was yesterday's 
principal feature of the civil war in 
Spain. The rebel offensive was resumed 
at dawn, but it met with no success, and 
in the afternoon the insurgents fell back 
slightly as the result of a determined 
attack by the loyalists, beginning at 5 
p.m., when Government artillery went 
into action simultaneously with machine- 
gun sections. | 

The fire, which was well ordered and 


directed, swept the slopes of Mount 
Uriarte, on the Spanish bank of the 
Bidassoa. 


Later the insurgents counter-attacked, 
but hand grenades exploding along the 
hilltop, indicated that the counter-attack 
was being repulsed by the Government 
troops. For half-an-hour it seemed .as 
though panic was reigning among the 
insurgents, and although calm was later 
restored, Government shells continued to 
embarrass the rebel position. 

Aeroplanes from Burgos flew over Irun 
and the neighbourhood last night and 
bombed the San Marcial road. One 
house was hit. At 6 p.m. an insurgent 
warship, believed locally to be the Espana 
—though possibly the Almirante Cervera 
—started to bombard Fort Guadelupe 
from some miles off Cape Figuier. 


BOMB FALLS IN FRANCE 


During the morning a bomb fell in a 
French field, but no damage was done. 
Such accidents, it is felt, are almost un- 
avoidable. Two kilometres of the French 
road between Behobie and Hendaye are 
now out of bounds for all traffic. 

From yesterday’s operations, says a 
Press Association correspondent, it seems 
clear that the insurgents are not showing 
real,determination in this sector.

The raw 
recruits of Navarre were thus struggling 
against the technique of the Great War, 
and it is stated that 200 lives were lost 
uselessly. 

The same correspondent expresses the 
opinion that if the rebels had pressed 
their attack on San Marcial on August 
15th, instead of breaking off for a siesta, 
they probably would have taken Irun, as 
San Marcial dominates the crest above the 
city.

always been of considerable dimensions, 
though this fact has commonly been 
ágnorcd, because, unlike overseas migration, 
St has heretofore been found impracticable 
‘to measure it directly. Im 1931 Saorstat- 
torn persons in Great Britain numbered 
769,163, and in the United States of 
America (in 1930) 744,810, so that in the 
thirty or forty years prior to 1831 migra-

that the net emigration to Great Britain 
from what is now Saorstat Eireann may 
shave averaged about 8,000 per annum 
‘during the thirty years 1901-1930.

ELECTRIC LAMPS AND 
PNEUMATIC TYRES 


HE following Orders under the Control 
iy of Imports Act, 1934, were made by 
the Executive Council at its meeting 

held yesterday :— 

(1) Control of Imports (Quota No. 31) 
Order, 1956.—This Order prehibits the im- 
portation, save under licence, on and after 
the 28th August, 1936, of electric filament 
lamps which are constructed for use in an 
electric cireuit at not less than 100 volts nor 
more than 250 volts, and consume not less 
than 20 watts nor-more than 500 watts, and 
are fitted with a bayonet cap or screw cap. 
Lamps of certain types set out in the Order 
are excepted from the prohibition. 

The preliminary period under the Order 
commences on the 28th August, 1936, and 
ends on the 4th October, 1936 Forms oi 
application for licences. to import electric 
om of the description to which the Order 
applies during the preliminary period may be 
had on application to the Secretary, Trade 
and Industries Branch, Department of 
Industry and Commerce, Lord Edward street, 
Dublin. 

The first quota period in respect of the 
Order commences on the 5th October, 1936. 
On and after that date licences to import 
can be issued only to persons registered in 
the register of importers: maintained in the 
Department, under the Control of Imports 
Act, Forms of application for such 
registration may be obtained at the address 
given above. 


PNEUMATIC TYRES

COMMUNISM AND THE

MEETING of the Executive Committee 
A of the Irish Christian Front was held 

in the Mansion House, Dublin, last 
night, at which (according to an official 
report supplied afterwards to the Press) 
arrangements were completed for a public 
meeting in (College Green on Sunday next, 
at 4 p.m., ‘‘to rouse the people of Dublin 
and Ireland into Bia < action against 
insidious Communist propaganda and to show 
the sympathy of Ireland for the people of 
Spain in their hour of trial.” 

It is stated that another object of the 
meeting will be to appeal to the Irish public 
for financial help to carry out this work. 

The following resolutions will be proposed 
and recorded at the public meeting :—No. 1— 
‘That we brand Communism in Ireland as 
an alien conspiracy against the religious and 
civil rights of the Irish people and a fraudu- 
lent solution of the social question. We, 
therefore, say to International Communism— 
‘Hands off Ireland.’ ’’ 

No. 2: “We declare that any solution of 
the economic difficulties which is based on 
class-war can only result in the ruin of in- 
dustry and the impoverishment of all who 
depend on it for a living. We, therefore, 
advocate the co-operation on agreed terms 
of all those engaged in industry, and to that 
end urge both employers and employed to 
organise themselves fuily for collective 
bargaining as a means to social progress on 
peacful lines.’’ 

No. 3: “ That we tender our ardent 
sympathy to the Cardinal Primate of Spain 
on the ruin of his churches and the 
slaughter of his priests. Also to the Christians 
of Spain in their fight against Atheistic Com- 
munism, which does not hesitate to ruin their

Se the day in last April when I was 


the guest of the Dublin and Wicklow 
Mouutains Planuing Movement on a 
motor coach tour around the site of the pro- 
mised Poulaphouca lake I have reminded 
myself more than once that my friend, who is 
the happy possessor of an artist’s soul and 
a motor car, had arranged that we would 
make a more comprehensive and more critical 
survey of the mountain which lie be- 
tween Poulaphouca and the familiar ys "ós Fr 
of East Wicklow. Warned that we should 
choose dry weather in which to negotiate 
either the Sally Gap or Wicklow Gap road 
surfaces, we had almost decided that our 
trip would have to be deferred until next 
ear. 4 
“ St. Swithin relented, however, and we 
found curselves one afternoon last week on 
the road to Blessingten, thanking our stars 
that somebody had thought of such comforts 
as sunshine roofs. ; 
During light refreshments at Blessington 
we decided to leave Sally Gap for another 
occasion and to explore the route which skirts 
the shores of the projected lake and thence 
to make for Glendalough by way of Wicklow 
Gap. 
which is to be thrown t 
which will automatically flood 5,000 acres of 
valley—we discovered a wayside tea-rooms, 
which suggested that somebody saw new 
tourist possibilities in the Griffith-Kettle- 
Moynihan scheme! 
ere it may be observed that we saw no 
other signs of such intelhgent anticipation, 
though we were told that, weather notwith- 
standing, Poulaphouca had enjoyed somethin; 
like a record season so far as the number o 
visitors was concerned. Patrons of “ mystery 
tours,” of whom we encountered several 
coach loads, and hikers had already brought 
new life to the wilds of West Wicklow—but 
nothing of consequence had been attempted 
by way of catering for their convenience! 


FROM THE HILLTOPS 


An ‘excelent three miles of road surface 

brought us to the point where the tiny hamlet 
of Hollywood marked the end of modern road- 
making. and, dropping into second gear, we 
faced fifteen miles of mountain track, over 
which neither motor coach nor lorry dare 
venture. Yet what a glorious fifteen miles! 
My friend, hawng to keep a sharp look- 
out for soft spots on the road, to my great 
gratification, called many halts. 
_ From Togher Bridge, 750 feet above Dublin 
Bay, we looked backwards on the ranges 
of hills and wooded valleys, among which 
Anna Liffey and the King’s River made their 
way to Poulaphouca. Another mile or so, 
and another 150 feet up, and at Ballinagee 
Bridge, new vistas. of wild mountain and 
valley! Another three miles, and yet a 
wider landscape unfolded itself from the 1,360 
feet high stream-crossing at Glassaboy. Then 
came the winding ascent to " the Gap ”’ it- 
self, where, from 1,600 feet above sea-level, 
we gazed backwards between mountain- 
ranges to the aite oí Kildare, forward to 
the wooded valleys of Laragh, upward to 
the 2,300 hi gi anes which lies towards Glen- 
dalough, ar ownwards to Lough Nahana- 
gran, nestling peacefully at the foot of the 
mountainside. 

Spellbound, my friend wanted to “ stay 
put merely drinking in the landscape and 
filling bis lungs with air that was all but 
intoxicating. But it was another eight miles to 
Laragh—a high tea! So we set off on an 
unhurried downhill “coast,” through the 
wmding folds of tree-clad hills, to the valley 
of the Seven Churches and its lakes. 

We had entered another world! Unspoiled 
by its good roads and modern hostelries, the 
familiar soft vistas of East Wicklow came 
as welcome contrast to the. rugged scenery 
we had left behind. 


THE HOMEWARD WAY 


Driving into the grounds of Laragh House, 
we arrived at the picturesque old mansion, 
which has been transformed into a guest 
house, with tennis lawns, swimming pool, 
golf links, and other facilities for recreation. 
After a mild repast and a saunter through 
the sylvan surroundings of Laragh House, we 
‘hit the trail” for Dublin. Through 
Roundwood to the Big Sugar Loaf and the 
Long Hill we sped, halting more than once to 
see “‘ Old Sol”’ retirmg from his day’s work 
over the mountain range in a parting blaze 
of golden glory, tempered by the changing 
cloud effects which only Wicklow can 
produce. 

A short half-hour in’ Bray inspired us with 
sympathy for the throngs of promenaders 
who, we felt, knew little of the real glories 
of Wicklow, and we faced the oncoming head- 
lights of Stillorgan road. Seven hours from 
the time we had left College Green we pulled 
up at my friend’s garage door—and there 
had not been a single hurried moment—seven 
hours during which our thoughts dwelt on 
Nature’s feast of good things and Dublin’s 
wr of the beautics which lie at her door- 
step. 

In conclusion. just a few suggestions to 
the powers that be. What is necessary to 
open up a grand circular tourist route 
through wild West Wicklow, over the 
mountain range, and through the soft valleys 
and hillsides of Glendalough and Avoca and 
Woodenbridge, and the wave-washed shores 
of East Wicklow? Nothing but the widen- 
ing and regrading of the fifteen miles cf 
mountain road from Hollywood to Laragh! 

That link made available, new i un- 
suspected pleasure fields would open out for 
tourists, and call the citizens to Nature's 
bountiful provisions. 

To-morrow we are to spend a million cr 
more pounds on a great new mountain lake. 
Another few thousand pounds would make’ 
the call of Wicklow irresistible. 

Why, then, sacrifice a priceless ship for 
the proverbial ha'porth of tar? Why not a 
quick transfer of men from ‘*‘the dole ” to the 
mountainsides of Wicklow? Could any work 
of public utility promise a surer return?

MR. COOGAN’S CAREER 


Mr. Coogan was Deputy-Commissioner 
of the Civic Guards since 1922. and, with 
General O’ Duffy, was responsible for the 
reorganisation of the force.

Guard, and in the following year became 
a Deputy Commissioner. He was in charge 
of the Crimes Branch from 1923 to 1933, 
when he took over control of the Ad- 
ministration Branch. 

Mr. Coogan had held various ranks in 
Oglaigh na hKireann from 1914. He is 
forty years of age.

The new Deputy Commissioner (Mr. 
Cullen) is a native of Kilkenny. Before 
the establishment of the Civic Guards he 
served in the Free State Army.

I'he following article ia reprinted from 
“ America: a Catholic Review af the 
Week,” published tn New York. It 
comes from the pen of the hev, Laurence 
K, Patterson, S.J., one of the best-known 
ltoman Catholic publicrsts in the United 
States, and originally appeared 
(" America,” August &th, 1936) under the 
eading, ‘‘ktight and Lejt Battle for 
The crose-headings are ours. 
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Spain.” 


CONOMIC unrest, political rivalries, 
E, anti-clericalism, and the malign acti- 
vities of the Komintern have all con- 
tributed to plunge Spain imto blood and tears. 
The main issue is really not Monarchy 
versus Republic. 
whe had been loyal to the Crown sincerely 
accepted the Republic. They hoped for a 
progressive, tolerant, and truly liberal 
régime that would redress the economic 
grievances of urban labourers and of exploited 
asants, especially in Andalusia and the 
outh. But the attempt of Azafia and his 
party to establish a very Left, radical Re- 
publit along “ French ” lines preeipitated 
the present crisis. Anti-clericalism held 
sway in the Cortes; and Azaha failed — 
to check the Red advance toward a Spani 
Soviet. 

To-day Right. and Left have locked horns 
in a terrific battle for the body and soul of 
Spain. From the turmoil one of the two 
results seems inevitable. Either the trimph- 
ant Right will establish a military dictator- 
ship along the lines of Italian Fascism, or 
the victorious Left will turn Spain into a 
Soviet Republic, hike the Russian. 


Lenin’s Prophecy 


Fifteen vears ago Lenin, noting certain eco- 
nomic and political analogies between Czarist 
Russia and Spain, declared that ‘‘ Spain will 
become the ‘second Communistic State in 
Europe!’ Trotsky has often predicted that 
“Europe will burn at both ends.” Like 
Czaarist Russia, Spain lacks a large and power- 
ful middle class. Her urban toilers are often 
exploited, largely iliterate, and a prey to 
agitation. 

The tangled line-up of parties in Spain is 
confusing to American readers. On the ex- 
treme Right are found Carlists or Jaimists, 
followers of the royal house of Don Carlos 
and his descendents. Fi Siglo Futuro is 
their able organ in Madrid.. To Carlists 
Alphonsus was the scion of an usurping 
dynasty, Carlists, as a class, are ardent 
Cathohes. They despise Liberalism in every 
shape and form. Their ideal is ''a Catholic 
King and a Catholic people.” 


A Corporative State

Parties of the Right 


A section of the Right is republican in 
principle. Gl Robles, organiser of the 
C.E.D.A., or Catholic Action Party, wide- 
spread and powerful in Spain, accepted the 
Republic. But he himself recently stated that 
the rising menace of Bolshevism had driven 
most of his younger adherents into the ranks 
republican 
element, led by Miguel Maura, sought a 
Republic tolerant, progressive and truly 
liberal. Maura struggled in vain to avert the 
anti-clerical policy which has largely caused 
the present struggle. 

The only avowed Fascist group before the 
resent crisis was the Spanish Phalanx, led 
»y Primo de Rivera, son of the late dictator. 
It was outlawed under the law for the defence 
of the republic. De Rivera seeks to clean 
up Spain along the lines of Mussolini and 
Italian Fascism. iÍn the present crisis 
Fascism, doubtless, plays a great part. But 
the common simplification of Fascist versus 
Communist is an inadequate explanation of 
the Spanish conflict. 


Zamora, the Moderate 


The Centre need not detain us long. It has 
been virtually liquidated. Alcal4é Zamora 
sought a republic progressive, but not 
radical, He strove to abate rabid anti- 
clericalism, and to promote peaceful and 
gradual reforms. Spanish moderates have been 
crushéd between the mighty mass movements 
from Right and Left. The discreet and com- 
promising Liberalism of Alcala Zamora, De 
Madariaga, Lerroux, and others, was unable 
to guide the nation toward a progressive and 
enlightened bourgeois Republic. Yet many

The Popular Front 


We pass to the Left, or the Popular Front, 
Azana and his Left Republicans represent 
the radical and anti-clerical section of the 
bourgeoisie. Freemasonry is a dominating 
force in this faction. Azana seeks a better 
distribution of land and wealth, without 
social overthrow. His party seeks to impose 
the escuela unica—that is, the school monopoly 
upon Spain. Free, compulsory, and secular. 
that is, irreligious education, they regard 
as the great panacea for secial and political 
evils. The Left Republicans seek to drive 
the Church into the sacristy, and to deprive 
it of all influence upon social life and 
education. The utter failure of the Left 
Republicans to maintain order, to protect 
chuteches and convents from arson and 
pillage, and to check the drive of their 
allies toward a Red Republic, has roused 
the arniy and the Right to insurrection. 
Syndicalism and Socialism 
' Spanish Secialism, which cortrols the 
powerful U.G.T. (General Union of Workers), 
is divided into two groups, The moderate 
wing, led by Besteiro, is evolutionist, and 
hopes for the gradual and peaceful advent 
of Socialism, But the radical element, led 
by Largo Caballero is really Communistic. 
Caballero promises to the toilera a ish 
Republic of Soviets, ust like Russia. He 
se to nationalise the land, big industry, 
banking, commerce and the railways, through 
the dictatorship of the preletasion. 

Though the agents of the Komintern are 
most active in Spain, the avowedly Com- 
munistic faction is rather small, The Sovie 
geeks to overthrow capitalism in . Spain 
through Socialism and Syndicalism. Anarcho-

The bulletin of the Royal Insti- 
tute of international Affairs gives a similar 
picture, pointing out that this system ~ kept 
the peasantry at the lowest level of existence, 
even when emigration i: ‘he United States 
still kept a door open for escape. That door 
has now closed. 
During the two years before the last elec- 
tion these labourers were pushed down lower 


Government has introduced a minimum wage, 
but this law was defied and wages were re- 
duced by more than 50 per cent. The elec- 
tion put into power a “ Popular Front 
Government $nd raised wild expectations 
among the labourers.

The 
disorder described by the land-owners is like 
the disorder organised by the Land League. 
There is one important difference. In Ireland 
the best friends of the oppressed peasants 
were the Catholic priests. The burning of 
Catholic churches in Ireland by the starving 
men who were evicted from their homes 
would have been as unthinkable as the burn- 
ing of Catholic churches in the East End of 
London when Cardinal Manning was known 
to the whole world as the dockers’ great 
champion. 

lf the Catholic Church had stood by the 
poor labourers in Spain as it stood by the 
poor peasants in Ireland, the excesses of 
those labourers would never have taken this 
form. For there were, of course, excesses. 
and horrible excesses, in Ireland. Michael 
Davitt tried voura y to prevent them, 
but not always with success, and the nts 
replied to the landlords with their heartless 
evictions by outrages that spared neither man 
nor beast. In this respect hi 
character has produced unhappy resemblances 
between the-two countries.

Home victuallers were in search 
of prime handy-weights at the lower prices 
ruling, but, with present weather unfavour- 
able to killing, numbers taken were only just 
to meet immediate requirements; but, in the 
absence of usual full shipping demand, 
numbers offered proved in excess of trade 
passing, and many useful beasts were still 
unsold at a late hour. In the beef. cow 
section of market sales worked out more satis- 
factory than expected, there being a good 
inguiry for Germany, which helped to main- 
tain preyious values; but local and Northern 
Ireland buyers showed a reserved attitude.

DOUBTFUL ADVANTAGE. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says : — 
It is of very doubtful advantage to have some 

birds that continue laying all through the 
summer and on to t 

or perhaps November, before they 
begin to moult. At such a period the 
moult will take longer to get through; 

the eggs will cease at a time when they 
are most worth having for sale, and it 
is probable that the health of the bird 
may suffer if the weather is unduly 
severe. Late moulters, then, as indi- 
cators -of the best layers, ought to be 
considered more in relation to the normal 
or most natural season of moulting, which 
is the present month, Perhaps, the only 
case in which it may be wise to try to 
defer the date of moulting and keep the 
hens in lay as long as possible is with 
Jayers in their last season, so as to get 
all possible profit from them before they 
are discarded. Where in other cases— 
that is, in case of birds that are being 
retained for laying—the moult occurs 
late, it will be found that they will be- 
come listless and will have little appe- 
tite. If they are to recover and grow 
their new feathers quickly they must be 
given a tempting diet to encourage them 
to eat. A good soft mash, with the 
addition of a httle linseed meal or cod 
liver oil, is recommended to be. fed daily, 
as well as dry mash and a generous 
allowarice of grain morning and evening.
